Returning to the surface, Dimo re- 
ported the pipe and the copper screen 
covering it were in good condition.

MAY DISPOSE OF E. P. RANCH 


A report was circulated last week 
that the EP ranch was to be sold soon. 
This started with the passing of an 
order-in-council forbidding sale of the 
mineral] rights on the ranch for a per- 
iod of ten years, and also drilling for 
oil on the property for the same per- 
iod, It is understood that this order 
was made upon presentation from the 
owner, now Duke of Windsor. The 
mineral rights on this property were 
vested in the then Prince of Wales for 
a period of 99 years under a lease 
granted in July, 1930. Under the 
new order, these rights will revert to 
the crown in case of sale, and to for- 
bid drilling on the property. This ac. 
tion is said to have been taken by the 
owner to protect the livestock indus- 
try of Alberta, Prof. Carlyle, man- 
ager of the ranch, minimized the pos- 
sibility of an early sale, but said that 
he had attended to the arrangements 
with the government, by request of 
the Duke of Windsor, to have it ar- 
ranged for a possible sale later. The 
restriction on the sale or lease of min- 
eral rights had been insisted on by 
the duke in relinquishing his 99-year 
lease.

SHIP-WRECK LEAD TO THE 
DISCOVERY OF SMUT CONTROL 


How often better ways may be dis- 
covered by fortuity, says B. Leslie 
Emslie, who describes below how ac 
cident led to the discovery of means 
for controlling smut and bunt of 
grain by treatment of the seed, 

The evolution of the safety match 
from the kind that strikes anywhere 
was due to the accidental omission of 
an essential ingredient of the chemi- 
cal solution, The matches of this batch 
could not be induced to ignite, whether 
by scratching on a brick wall or on 
the seat of the pants, The despondent 
factory chemist, contemplating ruin, 
was rubbing aimlessly the head of one 
of the dud matches against a drying 
smear of the substance which had 
been left out, when, presto! the match 
lit! Thus by accident was born the 
safety match which strikes only on 
the box, 


Original of Seed Treatment 


To a marine disaster we owe the 
discovery of seed treatment for the 
control of smut, Toward the end of 
the seventeenth century a wheat- la- 
den sailing vessel was wrecked on the 
coast near Bristol, England, Farmers

Writers of the 
eighteenth century refer to the prac- 
tice of bringing seed grain and to the 
influence of the salts of sea water in 
reducing the incidence of smut, But 
it was no longer necessary to wreck 
a ship in order to procure the treated 
seed, any more than it was to burn 
down piggeries for the gratification 
of appetite on roast pork, which was 
done in ancient China following Bo- 
bo’s discovery of the delicacy, if we 
are to believe “Elia” or Charles Lamb, 
in his “Dissertation Upon Roast Pig’’. 
That was another epoch-making, acci- 
dental discovery which led eventual- 
ly to the invention of the gridiron! 


Organic Mercury Dust 
The treatment of seed grain with 
brine continued to be practised widely 
for nearly a century following the 
shipwreck, near Bristol, and then a 


chemist discovered the greater efficacy | 


of blue vitriol for the purpose, But 
it was not until] 1912 that European 
scientists searching for new chemicals 
wherewith to combat diseases of hu- 
mans, discovered that certain organic 
mercury compounds are highly toxic 
to bacteria and germ spores and yet 
comparatively harmless to body tis- 
sues, This was what investigators of 
seed treating had been waiting for, 
and thus science again came to the 
aid of the farmer by furnishing him 
with an inexpensive, sure means of 
controlling seed-borne and 
root rots of crops,
